TO THE ELECTORS OF THE VANCOUVER 
DISTRICT. 

ENTLEMKN: - Having announced my Inlention 
I X ol becoming a Candidcle for the representation 
of this District at tlie ensiling cicaion for the House 
of Commons, I may be permitted to explain my views 
oil the leading (lUestionsalTeefing this I'rovince. 

Ist — I believe that wliile we liave:i grievance against 
tho Government of Canada for the iion-fulfiluierit of 
Terms of Ciiion, it would be highly Injudicious on the 
part of the representatives from this Province to form 
a positive adhesion to either of the great iiolitie.al jinr- 
tlos Into which tlie Eastern Provinces are divided for 
tho following reasons: 1st, because many of the ipies- 
tlons which divide tlicm have no existence among us; 
2nd, because neither our jieople nor representatives 
can feel that Interest in their politiei which we other- 
wise v»oiild linvo done had Canada lionorably endea- 
vored to fulfil the railway obligatlonH which she vol- 
untarily incurred when we entered the Union. Enter-, 
t.aining this view, I shall, if elected, .accord to the 
Government of the day a hearty support sbouhl their 
liolicy and actions indicate an immediate active, en 
crgetic commencement and continuous construction 
of the Canadian IViflc Railway through British Col- 
umbia, 

Should Sir John A. .Macdonald and party return to 
power, I should [eel bound, If elected, to render him 
a hearty support in order that ho may have a real op- 
portunity of carrying out tho graml scheme of a trans- 
continental railway across our own territory, and 
which was provided for in the Tonus of ruion wliieh 
his Oovemment negotiated with this i'rovince. 

Under the Terms of Union certain Orders in Council 
w ere passed by the Oovemment of tho DonUnlon de 
claring E-snnimalt to bo the tenninus of the Canadian 
Pacific Haiiw av, and a Reservation of the Public L.amls 
from Ksquima'lt to Seymour Narrows, known as the 
•JO-mile belt, was applied forbv the Dominion Goverr- 
nicnt and reeeive.l by them from tb? Local Govern- 
ment and regardeil as a portion of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railwav to all intents and jiurposcs. 

Tho Agricultural, Coal Mining and other intorcsta 
would bo promoted by tho construction of tlio Island 
section as part of the" I'aelllc Railway— tlie immodlato 
prosecution of which would bring Into active business 
life tlio entire section travorsodiyarmiiroducta would 
find a roadv market, labor of all kinds would bo in de- 
mand, nn',1 as a consequence businc;s3 would revive 
hrougliout the Province and cunfideiieo would again 
be restored, 

Should, however, the Dominion Government find it 
impossible to retain lisquinialt a.s the terminus of tlie 
Hallway on account of engineering diineulties, I would 
insist on an equitable indemnity for the whole lino 
from Esquimau to Sejmour Narrows, (IS J»»'ly 
duo to VrviKauyor Island (p,r the liurlons Ufa which we 
have 9ii3tiilncd friii'n tho' public liinds botwocii those 
two iiolpts haying bcon tocUed up lor sueh a lengthen- 
ed period (roul pre emption, Ecttlcmeut and develop- 
mont. 

I would urge the necessity of more frequent mail 
coniniunicatioii throughout the District and rroviuce 
generally, and would use my most eariic--t endeavora 
;o obtain direct mail (Ommtinlentiou between .N'anai- 
mo n|ul Wpstifilnster, and would also do my ut- 
most to (ihtftin immediate Telographic communication 
between Nanalmo, Victoria ana the otiier large sliip- 
pliig port of liurrard Inlet. 

With regard to tho Tariff question I entirely dls- 
agrco with those w ho think that a variety of interests 
must necessarilv confiiet witli each QtUcr, On thecon- 
trary, I uiaiiitain that thi; gvealur the number of Jii- 
tcrrsts we hnve In lids district actually at wtffk 
d?Vt)luiii|ig our varied resources the more certain are 
we of prou'ression. I believe, therefore, that tho tariff 
can be so readjusted lus to he e(iultable to all, Tiltliouc 
increasing tho present revenue tariff, 

With regard to public p,nd other buildings, such as 
a Drill Il(\ll, ?tp„ 1 \vouUl advocate that Nanr.imo bo 
placed upon an equal footing with the other cities of 
tho Province. I will endeavor to visit cvciT part of 
the District and will bold meetings, of whicli uuo no- 
tice will be given. 

And, finally, sliouhl you favor me with your confi- 
dcnctj, I can assure you that twenty years' residence 
in the Province— 18 of which have been in the midst 
of your district— has enabled me to form concluslona 
which are more likely to bo used to your advantage 
than can be expected (rtmi any other person wlioso 
interests and residence are outside of your district.

I trust that nearly 
seven years' educational work li.as secured for mo 
such arciuitatioii as will induce vmi to believe that if 
eliosell as .vour representative at Ottawa 1 shall carry 
the same honesty of puriiose, iiiihistry and energy into 
tlie political arena that my many friends In every jiart 
of the Province give me Ihc credit of having show n 
in the establishment and conduct of our school 
system. 

Experience and obsorvatlon have only coiillriiied me 
in the political opinions wliieli 1 had tho honor to 
enunciate when prosecuting my canvass in the early 
days ot Confederation.

During tho past four wcel;3 we liavo 
repeatedly called on Mr. DECosiroa to 
atato what lie lias done for tho country 
at Ottawa _; to point to a sin^jlo act, 
resolution or suggestion .of iii.s which 
was deemutl worthy of adoption by tho 
House; to show tliat ho hinl ndvaucotl 
in the most remote tlogroo the interests 
of the Province or uttered a solitary 
sentence in any of ' I'lLs longwinded 
Kpeeche.s that will ho roinoinboretl 
autl quoted after he shall have passed 
from the arena of political strife. Until 
yesterday morning Sir. DkCosiio.s' 
paper haa been silent on tho subject of 
his achieyoments, and it was. fair to as- 
sume that even the organ was unable 
to find anything worthy of quoting in 
behalf of its patron. But yesterday 
silence was broken and more than two 
columns of the Standurd were cmijloy- 
e>l in reciting tho career of LIr. De- 
CoBUOS'from the organization of the 
first' gOYernmont of tho countiy to the 
present nioment. It is scarcely neces- 
sary for us to .say that tho reconl is 
from begiunin": to end ahiio.st entirely 
niondacious. There is .scarcely a grain 
of truth to a bushel of misstatements. 
At tho very comraencenient tho article 
ifi untruthful. It says that Tslv. Dk- 
CosMcs started tho fir.st nowsjiaper 
printed on Vancouver Island. The fust 
uewsi)apor was printed by Kight Kev. 
Bishop JJkmkus of the Catholic Mission, 
who imported tho pioneer press and 
typo from I'rance, and to him and not 
to Mr. DkCosmos attaches the honor of 
having published tlie first now.spaper in 
tho British posseasiona of tho Pacific. 
Mr. DeCobmos' paper was tho fourth 
that was established at Victoria, and it 
died on his hands and was sold to satis- 
fy ^.mortgage. A statement, equally 
mendacious, is where Mr. DeCosmos 
lays claim to the credit of having first 
suggested the construction of tlie Cari- 
boo -wagon-road. The Cariboo gold 
diggings were not discovered until 
1861, and tho mule-tax meeting was 
held in February, 1860. The credit 
of originating the Cariboo -wagon-road 
belongs e.tclusively to Sir James Dout!- 
LAs; but both Sir James and Bishop 
DeMeus being dead, I^Ir. DeCosmos 
thinks he can safely ajjpropriato thoir 
laurels and impose on electors who are 
not informed as to tho early history of 
the Province. But what these matters 
have to do with Mr. DeCosmos' career 
at Ottawa it is diflicult to imagine. 
We have contended that tlioro is abso- 
lutely nothing to show for the seven 
years he has sat there, unless it be that | 
his course- has engendered the illwill i 
ond contempt of all Canada, and alien- 
ated the two sections of the Province;" j 
which ought to act with a common im-'; 
pulse on all questions atlecting the pub- 
lic weal. In the course of tlie article 
the writer refers to the dry dock and 
the railway; hut he is compelled to ac- 
knowledge that his efforts in that di- 
rection have resulted in failure. In 
fact, he cannot claim to have scored a 
single success at Ottawa or anywhere 
else, and so long as Victoria shall con- 
tinue to send liiin as its representative, 
BO long will she have occasion to bitter- 
ly rue her folly. But we do not in- 
tend to follow Mr. DECosiios through 
his two column nud-a-half of mendacity. 
That would be a -work of supereroga- 
tion, since most of his falsehoods aro 
patent to every one. What we want 
particularly to point but is the sudden 
change of front which the gentleman 
has made within a few days. It is 
well known that Mr. DeCosmos, since 
ho failed to secure ofllce, has 
been one of, the most inveterate 
Canadian haters in the Province. He 
insulted Mr. 1m.noevin when he came 
here in 1871, and repeated the insult 
when Lord Dufferin landed on our 
shores five years later. His journal 
has declared Confederation to be fail- 
ure, and su])ports the secession resolu- 
tions of the Local Government, on tho 
ground that Confederation has been 
an unmitigated evil. Yesterday, and 
without any previous note of warning, 
our friend changes sides as deftly as he 
changed sides when Siu-John went 
down and Sir. Mackenzie came up. 
In th« article he shows that Confedera- 
tion has been an entire success and to 
establish his position uses the following 
language: — " Confederation was largely 
the work ofIMr..pECosMoa. * * * 
Under its operation the Province was 
freed from debt on July 20th, 1871, Molasses, 
and had over $200,000 surplus revenue 
over the current expenditure of the 
Province. The year before Confedera- 
tion .there was scarcely $20,000 .spent 
on^all-the roads and streets in tho Pro- 
yince except,. the Yale-Cariboo trunk 
read, and witli that included th 
expenditure under that heafl did not 
exceed .^55,000. Since then nearly 
.$1,700,000 in excess of tho revenue 
paid into the Dominion Treasury has 
been r»ceived by tho Provinco from

' Supple mi: NT A It Y E-stisiates. — " §C0O 
paid Amor DoCosnios," commission for 
borrowing $oO,0(X). 

Hon. Mr. Humpliroya, relative to this 
extraordinary item wliich had been paid 
by tho late (Jovernraent, w.-xs surprised to 
seo tho usually pertinacious member for 
Cariboo — Mr. EvjMis — l)'ing back in an al- 
most dormant state. It was the duty of 
every hou. member to oviiico ."v lively in- 
terest in tho investigation of all such pay- 
ments as this, for if tho principle wore 
once tacitly admitted what .assurance had 
the country that tlio .system inaugurated 
on comparatively small amounts would not 
develop to an alarming degree. Ho main- 
tained tho principle was WTong and sufli- 
ciont to damn any Uovomment or body of 
mon. (Hoar, ho.ir.) 

Capt. Evans — I see tho figures before 
ino, but surely I am not asked to believe 
that any such payment has been mado. If 
it has I say it is wrong and di.sgracc- 
ful. 

iSIr. Smitho — In reference to this dis- 
reputable transaction it would seem from 
investigation that no one had tho slightest 
title of authority to make the payment. 
It w.as mado without tho wnrr.ant of tho 
Liout. Governor reiptired by law and in 
r.n alt.;r,'other illegal manner. (Sensation.) 
If tho l.iw were e.-irrioil out to its full e.\- 
tent, to tho very letter, there can bo no 
doubt the o.Y-Minister of Finance is indi- 
vidually responsible far the 1?(!00. Tlio 
payment I dnd was mado on the 20th Oct. , 
1875. The Clerk of tho Treasury demur- 
red, lie '..aiil it wjis irregular ; but the 
then Finance Minister a. lid " it is all ri^dit" 
and ho would bo n:8iion.sil)le. (Sensa- 
tion.) Tho clerk hud been compelled to 
do that which ho knew to be ivrogular. I 
rop»at, tho payment was made on the 20th 
Oct., 1875, but the Order in Council cov- 
friug tho ainf>unt was notsi;^ne(l until the. 
2()th Jaiuiary, 187<>, three months after, 
and 8ubiiet|uont to the defeat of the Wal- 
kom Govornuient ! Had the tiovernincnt 
never b(!on defeated I think it very doubt- 
ful whether wo should ever have heard 
anything of the order at all. That was 
procured merely to cover up their tracks 
of ini<iuity 1 

Capt. Evans — I am extremely sorry the 
Governor signed the order. 

Dr. Tolmio — 1 am sorry not luie of the 
ox-Miniators is here to explain this tran- 
a.tction. They are jjarticulnrly conspicu- 
ous by their absence ; if, however, any 
one of them is within hearing I hope ho 
will como forward now. 

Hon. Mr. Hnmplireys — It was the duty 
of tho hon. gentleman to know what liis 
colleagues were about, and if they with- 
hold this they had acted dishonestly. Tho 
hon. gentleman opposite had iitteiupted to 
lly the track when ho talked about liound- 
ing Mr. DoCoamoa down, for that gentle- 
man's name had not been mentioned at 
all. Tho (piostion is simply this : "Was 
tho late Government justilied in making 
this cxtraordin.arj' p.aymoiit to Mr. DeCos- 
mos or to anybody else 1" The altairs of 
tho country must bo conducted honestly 
and it is my duly as Fin.anco Minister to 
publisli this item to tho world amongst 
others, (hoar, hear), it is tho duty of tho 
House to see that not one single dollar is 
unlawfully expended, and it is the duty of 
hon. gentlemon to prevent such items as 
this .?U00 sop from being clouded up. 
(Hear.) The transaction will remain in- 
delibly stamped on the memory of tho 
people for yc&rs to como, and tho proof of 
guilt is tho .absence of those gentlemen 
who wore parties to the business. Tho 
whole affair is scandalous and disreputa- 
ble. (Hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Fisher — I am glad that the House 
has scon fit to deal with this matter. If 
Mr. Walkom were not cognizant of tho 
tran.s.action ho (Uiglit to have been, so his 
excuse on that scoro is a poor one. I be- 
lieve that he was just as cogniz.anfc as ho is 
of the abstraction of a certain letter from 
the Laiids .and Works office. 

Mr. Walkom — 1 object. The hon. gen- 
tleman is revealing the business of a Se- 
lect Conimittoo who have not vet report- 
ed. " . 

Mr. Fisher — Well, it will como riut in 
the report. I am sorry the ex-Finance 
Jlinister is not in his place. 

Mr. Sniithe — Tho item w.as not detailed. 
It. was paid contrary to the Constitution 
Act — without w.arr.ant — .and the Governor 
was not asked to sign until tho (lovorn- 
mcnt were dofcatetl. If tlio transaction 
had been an honorable one his signature 
would have been sought prior to ptiynient. 
(Hoai , hoar,) and properly speaking the 
Finance Minister ought to be made to re- 
fund the money. (Cheers.)"

.about 200 men and another 100 wore ex- 
pected to arrive from tho mines very 
shortl}'. About 150 will \vintor on Mc- 
Danie creek at tho first north fork and 
perhaps as many more on other creeks. 
The steamship California left Fort Wran- 
gol for Sitka on tho Dth, was oxpoctod to 
return on Saturday night last and to s.ail 
last night for this i)ort with a large number 
of passengers. 'Ihus she will probably 
arrive hero on Thursday night or early on 
Friday morning. The steaiuora Nellie and 
Gertrude are laid up waiting for tho 
Stickeen to rise. Tho steamer Qrappler 
bound for Fort Wrangol n-aa mot by tho 
steamer Olympia on Saturday about 2 p.m. 
some fifteen miles north of Queen Char- 
lotte Sound. Tho Olympia brought down 
i;i0 passongeiH, amongst wl(,om wore up- 
wards of 50 Chinamen. It is oatimatod 
that 870,000 in gold duat arrived in pri- 
vate liimils.

The I'nited and Hilton Cos. h.avo also 
been running tunnels this .season and aro in 
soiiui liOO feet. iMcDaiue Creek, to a gen- 
eral sen.';e, did Jiot c< uno up to expectations 
although several of the old claims paid 
eipeiuos ,'ind tho Stewart and Summors 
claims somewhat more during the first 
part of the season.

Antonio Measini, chared : with' cutting 
and wounding William Sills at'TJowland's, 
Burnsido road, on the 29th ult. 

Tho prosecut.ir, who aiijieiireil in court 
in a very weak conditinn, tc^tilied that he 
was playing a game of casino with de- 
fondant at itov.-land's on tlio d.-iy in ([uos- 
tiou when he (prosecutor) Btnick deforal- 
ant bccauao he detected him cheating; ho 
(prosecutor) was under tho influence i-f 
liquor at tho time; sliortly afterwards do- 
fondant stabbeil hiui witli a sheath knife 
several times in the aria r.iid ba.ck; wit- 
ness rocoguizeil the knife produced as the 
ono ilefciulant used, and tlio cop.t and vest 
produced as those worn by him (prosecu- 
tor) at tho time; waa removed to the 
Roj'al Hospital where he had suflerud 
much; had known defendant for 3 months; 
w.as loaning over the counter when defehd- 
aiit stabbeil him which was some 10 min- 
utes after he struck liefendant. 

Matthias Rowland, sworn, deposed 
that ho know the prosecutor, who «as in 
his employ when stabbed; prisoner was 
also in his employ; they both came to his 
house alxnit 1 p.m. on tho 2!)th of Sept.; 
after ])rosoeutor had troatoil defendant 
wanted to play cards, but seeing .Sills w.as 
drunk told him (Sills) to gi-i home; thoy 
])l.ayod, however, a shoi-t tiiiio but did not 
liinisb a game; .Sills tho.n treated An- 
tonio again; after this Sills and defend- 
ant were stamling at the co;intcr when 
tho former struck tho latter wlio imme- 
diately took oil" his coat and .stabbed Sills 
in the back, holding him with cuio hand 
and stabbing him with the other; witness, 
who was beliinil the bar, seized a bottle 
and told defendant to desi.^t or h<: would 
strike him; .Sills then went out tu' t!i.,> 
house wbli -inotliiT Man, kaviug uitue.ss 
and Antonio in tho house; told him that 
if ho drew a knife on him he Avould shoot 
hiiu and he (--Vntonio) then wontoutof the 
b.-ir; witness closeil the door and ;,'.-it his 
revolver. Went onto the balcony .ami ! 
saw Vrilliams with a g-,iii, and saw An- | 
toiiio stab Skills again ; llniught that had] 
not William.s been present Sills wmild 
havo been killed .and possilily others by 
Antonio; no blow was struck at tho table; 
Antonio had a little drink but Sills w.as 
very drunk; told Sill not to play because 
Antonio is a suspicious character. 

.lames Salcomb testified to seeing tho 
st.abbing, and on trying to aeparato prose- 
cutor and defendant, tho latter tried to 
stab him (witness). 

V/illiam Williams testified to seeing tho 
men at Rowland's (Ui tho 29th inst. ; went 
out into a field and heard a scream first 
and then a terrible scrcivm; on ap[iroach- 
ing tho house saw Rowland on the balcony, 
who said murder was being committed; 
Sills was on tho ground and tho prisoner 
stood over him with a knife; sang out to 
prisoner, "if you stab that man again 
I'll blow your brains out;" prisoner turn- 
ed round and seeing witness with his gun 
pointed at his head tijld Sills to get up; 
prisoner threatened to kill "French Joe" 
and afterward clnuied two other mon with 
■ knife in his hand and dared them to 
take him; witness arrested prisoner by 
knocking him down and tying him uj); 
prisoner was tjicn hunting for his knife; 
an Indian took b' from bis boot; a boy 
named Rcchvorth kicl:cdhiui over the eye. 

J. B. Matthews, M.R.C.S., tcatified'he 
had attended prosecutor professionally who 
had four incised wounds on the loft 
shoulder blade and one on tho left arm; 
the w-ounds were of a dangerous character 
and might havo resulted in death; the 
knife produced would intlict the v.ound:;, 
two of which were three inches ibiep. 

Tho prisoner was fullv committed for 
trial.

at Toronto, iSeptcinber 24th, was ouo 
of tlio.-.t» iiiasti'r-])iece.s of gooil taste, 
good feeling, and felicitous expressions, 
tluit must deojieii the regrets -with 
which hia departure has filled tUo 
lieaits of our provincial neighbors. 
The speech was not only calculated to 
heigliton tlio loy^dty of Canadians, and 
to iiicreasi' their respect, but was also 
admirably adapted to fostera feeling of 
frieniUincs.s for the lJuitod States. On 
tho tlieiuo of the friendly relations be- 
tween Canadians and our own people, 
it is impossible to conceive how a re- 
pre.sentntive of tho English Govern- 
ninnt could speak more liappil}- than 
Lord Dufi'orin diil, when he said: 

However earnestly 1 may have be- 
sought you to befditbful toyour native 
land and too.stiraato at tho proper value 
your birthright as Englishmen, it is 
with almost C([ual porsisencc that I 
wouhl e.xliort you to cuIti\-ato the most 
friendly and cordial relations with tho 
American people. A nobler nation, 
a [)eoj)lo more generous or more hospita- 
ble does not exist. [Loud apjilau-se.] 
To h.avo learned to understand and ap- 
preeiato tliom 1 esteem as not tho least 
of the many advantages I havo gained 
by coining to Canada. [Applause.] Of 
luy own knowlellg^) [ can say that thoy 
aro animated by tho kindest feelings 
toward tlie Dominion, and I cannot 
iloubt but that the two countries are 
ilcstinrd tn bo united in tho bonds n{ an 
unbroken friendship. [Loud applause.] 
Nor can 1 coiiceiv« a more iid.eresting 
or delightful task in store for tho phil- 
osophical historian than to record tho 
amicable rivalry of such powerful and 
cognate communities in the patli of pro- 
gress, the one ,a republic, indeed, but 
where the authoritative [iro-cminence 
as.signcd to the elect of the people, and 
the comparative freedom of the Ex- 
ecutive from Parliamentary control, in- 
troduce a feature akin to personal gov- 
ernment, the other a monarchy, but to 
which the lu.'reditaiy principle com- 
munieates sucii an element of stability 

to render possible the ai)i)lieatioii of 
what is really the most jiopular and 
democratic political system to be found 
on this continent — [loud cheers] — while 
both combine, each in their respective 
spheres, to advance the happiness of 
mankind, and to open up a new and 
fresher chapter of human history.

EnglislL Mg^l. 

The Dailij iVews of Sept. Cth says: — 
The last model fixed upon for a man- 
of-war is a steel-clad turret ship. We 
have already several steel vessels built, 
and building for the Royal Navy, tho 
the first of wliich, the Iris, is to take 
tho First Lord of the Admiralty and 
the Secretary of State for "War to Cy- 
prus this month. But these steel ships 
are built of metal only a fraction of an 
inch in thickness, and are not armoured 
vessels at all, steel being chosen in this 
instance liy reason of its lightness and 
strenglit, making it suitable for the 
construction of Uect cruisers. A pair 
of despatch vessels, of which tho Iris is 
one, have been constructed of steel, 
and four corvettes, while two others aro 
still upon tl\p stocld'in the Clyde. But 
the new man-of-war is to differ material- 
ly from all these, and is in fact to re- 
semble ono of our ordinary turret .ships 
with the exception of the iron plates 
being replaced by steel ones. As a 
matter of cour.sc, the .construction of 
-such a ship, armoured with elabs cf 
steel some fifteen or twenty inches" thick 
will bo oxceedinglycostly. Before its 
plating can bo commenced some costly 
experiments will have to be made at the 
.•school of gunnery, Shoeburjness, in 
order to form some idea of the nature 
of the plat«s to bo used. Ab yet we 



know very little of tho behaviour of 
steel under firo, although tho few trisils 
that have been made .seem to point to 
steel as a good metins for keeping out 
tho heavy projectiles of the present day. 
If a thunderbolt from one of our big 
guns fails to penetrate an iron target, 
it buries itself at any rate iu the armour, 
whereas a .steel target turns the projce- 
tilo off altogether. If tho shot is a very 
heavy ono tho steel target may gi!l 
fractured in the trial of strength, but 
nevortlielosa it does not penetrate. This 
was rendered evident at tho trials made 
at Spezzia with a 100-ton Armstrong 
gun. Plates of iron twenty-two inches 
in thickness were readily pierced by 
this stupendous arm, but steel plate.s of 
the same thickness, though they got 
fracturetl, would not allow tho shot to 
pass. The gun was quite capable of 
piercing thirty or more inche.s of solid 
iron, and yet it is very likely that a 
steel plate far less thick than that tried 
would still lijivc arrested the shot. More 
experiments will havo to bo made, how- 
ever, before wo possess tho requisite in- 
formation for tho plating of a steel-clad 
turret ship. 



Ha-waiian Islands. 



Tlie Opal, British corvette, arrived 
at Honolulu on tho 9th of September. 

Tho King has appointed .lohii O. 
Dominis to be Covernor of the islands 
of Maui, Molokai and Lanai, to fill the 
vacancy caused by tho decease of the 
lato Governor of those islands. 

A lake of fresh water has been dis- 
covered by Wilfong, manager of the 
Hawaiian Agricultural Company's plan- 
tation. The lake is said to cover an 
area of several hundred aci'os. It is 
situated in the forest, a short distance 
back of Punaluu, in Kau, or the south- 
ern slope of Mauna Loa, and at an 
elevation of some 3,000 feet from tho 
ocean. 

A half interest of Olowalu planta- 
tion, near Lahaina, has been sold to 
Messrs. F. S. Pratt and James Camp- 
bell, of San Francisco, The Olowalu 
plantation was commenced about two 
years ago by Messrs. Philip Milton and 
Goodale Armstrong, on what was re- 
garded by many as an unpromisng lo- 
cality, but it turns out that the locality 
has proved one of the very best for the 
culture of cane of the finest quality. 
The property, which was considered but 
two years ago of little or no value, is 
now valued in cash at over §200,000, 
tho one-half interest having been sold 
for $105,0 00.

— The elec- 
tion of a member to represent Selkirk 
in the Dominion Parliament took jilace 
yesterday, and rtisulted in the re-clotion 
of the Hon. Donald A. Smith, Minis- 
terialist, by a majority of 9 over his 
opponent, tlie Hon. Alex.
